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The LAWS of CANDY. 
An Hiftorical Tale. 
N former times, when the Cardians had 
war with the Venetians, lived Cafhiani, 
a noble officer, General of the Candian ar- 
mies, who after many herd-fongh battles, 
at lait totally defeated the Venetian troops, 
and delivered the ifland frem the fear of in- 
vaders. In this fortuaate engagement, bis 
nephew Antonio, whou he had brovght up 
and trained to arms, exhibited fo many ftri- 
king inftances of valour as in the foidiers eyes 
feemed to eclipfe the General’s glory. At 
this time it was a law of the land that the 
man who had performed the greateft action in 
the field, fhould be allowed to afk and ob- 
tain what facisfaction and reward he thought 
proper ; aud if achicf m the army, he might 
demand alfo a triumphal procefiion, or any 
fort of monument to be erected to his fame. 
Caffilani, who attributed to himfelf the 
defeat of the euemy, intended to make his 
demand; but how great was his furprize, 
when he was informed that his nephew would 
be his competitor !—He had a conitsence with 
Antonio in the prefence of fome friends ; in 
the courfe of which he endeavoured to dif 
fuade him from bis defign. Bur the youth 
was fixed in his determination. Ke acknow- 
idayed, tnuced, hts ‘obligations te his uncle, 
who had done the part of a parent by him; 
but at the fame time aflerted it would be un- 
reafonable to yield one tittle in point of fame, 
if it were ta a father. For, even in that 
cafe, he obferved the glory of the fon mutt 
naturally include and add to that of the pa- 
rent.——But thefe arguments availed not with 
Caflilani, he yet repreached his kinfman with 
a forgetfulnefs of what he owed him; and 
the parties feparated each witha refolution 
of preferring his claim before the Senate, 
AU Candy waited, ina fort of eager ex- 
pectation, for the event of this competition. 
The Senate met, the principal officers were 
prefent, and the two herves pleaded their 
cauie before that venerable allembly. 


The General (who {poke firft) gave a de-’ 


tail of the battle: he related with what con- 
fidence the foldiers followed him throngh 
danger, and into the jaws of death, prefling 
upos, and unborling the Venetian command- 
er, whofe troops prefently gave way, and 
fled before him. 

All this Antonio allowed to be true. Then 
after a modett preface, he began torecite his 
own exploits, alledging, that though his un- 
cle had unhorfed the Wesdsian General, it 
was he that encountered and flew bim ; and 
when that commander’s brother had_ rallied 
the troops, aud returned to the charge with 
freth fuccours, he came te the fupport of his 
countrymen, refcved Caffilani when jaft on 
the point of being taken, and totally routed 
the enemy.

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The officers bearing teftimayy to what the 
young man had alerted, his ciaim was eftab- 
lithed by the Senate+-though they paid due 
refpect to their Generai’s valour—and the 
majority of thofe prefent were highly fatif- 
fied with the decillom 

But Calfilani having thus “en defeated in 
tis aim, broke forth into an. vfeemly paflien, 
declaring thac the determination was unjuit, 
aud protefling againit the r lation, 

Autovio being called on co make his de- 
niand, anfwered, ‘* A triuuphal proceflion 
is what [ fhall not require ; and to thew ail 
here that 1 have ftood forth wot from arre- 
gance, burt merely from the ‘ove of honeur, 
my defire is, that my uncle’s flafue may be 
fet up in the citadel] in laiting memorial of his 
worth and valour, with tas infeription— 
Great Caffilani, the Preferver of Candy, and 
dreaded Scourge of her. Bnemics.”’ 

Such generofity of the young hero charm- 
ed the Senate and. officers ; bet it was infufii- 
cient to fofien the heart of his kinfman, who 
efteemed this as only an indirect way of af- 
fronting him; he therefore refufed the ho 
nour of his own flatue being placed jn the 
citadel, in confequence of which that ef An. 
tonio was fet up. ~ 

Thefe circumftances fo mach difpleafed 
Cailani, tha: ise bois gion aie Tommand, ava 
intimated his defign of retiring to Malta, bot 
not (ashe faid) till he fhould find au opportu- 
nity ef chaftifing his rival for his infolence. 

Inthe mean time Antonio, who was gene 
rally beloved and elteemed ainongft all ranks 
of people of both fexes im the ifland, had 
been introduced tothe lady Erminia, who had 
deicended from the Princes of Candy. ‘She 
war generally aceounted of a haughty tem- 
per, yet pleafed with the idea of being ad 
drefled by this young hero, to whom the 
proved mild and gentle, and gave him hopes 
that he fhould ene day be united with her. 


Caffilani no fooner heard of this fair prof- 
pect that his nephew had in view, than he 
refolved if poffible, to blatt it; and urged 
Geronimo, a Venetian renegade, but one 
who had gained a confiderable property in 
Candy, to prefer his iuit to this Princefs. 

Geronimo was always a double dealer, and 
ever had ambitious views.—-He thought if he 
could wed Erminia, thefe would be farther- 
ed. Accordingly he addreffed this beauty,

At this very time the renegade held a fe- 
cret correfpondence with fome of bis coun- 
trymen, of fuch a nature as he thought would 
be highly prvi a to himfelf, while he 
had not a doubt of keeping it private. His 
overtures to them, were to deliver up Can- 
dy to the Venetians, as he ftood high in the 
efteem of the government there, and had by 


means of hi ents many ftrong pofts.in pof- 
feffion. Hidde idea was that of feizing

into hjs own hands, in virtue of. his power, 
and the pretence alfo of the defcent of the 
lady Erminia (if he could gain her) the Can. 
dian fovereignty. Such were his ambitious 
views, which, however, it required the high. 
eft {train of abilities for any perfon to put in 
execution. 

It was thus, that the blind anger of Caf. 
lani urged hinyat the fame time to forget his 
own blood, and to abeta difpuifed traitor, 
who, among other defigns, had alfe planned 
his deftruction, together with that of many a 
worthy Senator ard officer of Candy, 

Burtleaven would not fuffer his plan to take 
place; on the comrary, they were defeated 
by fome of the means which he thought he 
had taken to fecure their completion—a fate 
that has often attended on traitors. 

Antonio hearing of the bad ftate of his un. 
cle’s finances, and fearing that every day 
would reduce him to ilill greater dilirets, res 
folved privately to convey a fum of money 
to him, which was accordingly done, without 
the receiver’s being able to guefs from what 
quarter it was fent; and {till continued by 
every poflible means fecretly to ferve the man 
that had renounced his kindred, and avowed 
himfelf his enemy. 

Erminia grew more and more enamored 
of thefe virtues in the youhg hero, whole 
converfation, though a foldier, had foftened

‘her haughty and unconpliant temper, a eir- 


cumftance from which the feif-deceived Gero. 
nimo, on his part, drew firong but falfe 
omens of fuccels. 

Continuing his vifits to the lady. 2s he tho’t 
he had fottened her, he began to be very 
communicative ; and by degrees dropped ex. 
preflions, which, in part, thewed his defigns. 
—She, therefore, liftened with aiteation, 
theugh not apparently curious, and waited 
in filent expectation of further information 
on fo nice a fubjedct. 


Nor did the fail to communicate her opi. 
niens to Antonio, who at firit could icarcely 
believe the man favoured by pwevernment to 
be the villain that his own words, as related, 
had feemed go intimate, 


This young gentleman purfuing his ho- 
nourable fuit to Erminia, was furprized one 
day to find her ill-difpofed to receive him. 
Kut when, attending the next day, his mif- 
trefs wasdenied, he withdrew, and wrote a 
pathetic addrefs to her, intreating to know 
the reafon of her altered conduct. He re- 
ceived a letter from Erminia, in return, 
charging him with infidelity to her, and 
grounding the accufation on a paper inclofed, 
which mentioned his paying court to, and 
being abfolutely contracted in marriage with 
another lady. On. infpecting this paper 
nicely, notwithflanding the means nfed to 
difguife the hand-writing, he concluded it to 


‘be Caffilani’s ; a circumftance which mult sies 
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seffary give him a worfe opinion than ever of his 
inexorable kiniman, 

However, the falfity was eafily refuted, and he 
was reconciled to his amiable mi(trefs, whofe hand 
he folicited, and obtained in a fhort time, as the 
means of preventing further obftacles. 


Antonio had long been folicited to take on him 
the chief command of the forces, but had refuled 
in delicacy to his uncle ; by the perfuafion of his 
fpoufe he now accepted it. Previous to this, that 
lady had drawn from Geronimo the whole fcheme 
of his plot, with which it was refolved, in due 
time, te make the Senate and people of Candy 
acquainted.

them, and to his coantry. 


The matter becoming now as ferious as it 
was fingular, a ftrange icene muft have enfucd, 
had not Erminia been prevailed upon to withdraw 
her charge, on condition that Caffilani thoald do 
the fame ; who not only did fo, (which fet free all 
parties) but ioffered himfelf to be reconciled to 
his worthy nephew. 


At this meeting of the Senate, Geronimo was 
accufed of ingratitude and treafon; of the fir by 
Erminia, and of the fecond by the Ambaffador of 
Venice, to which place he was fent back after a 
full hearing, to receive the puaithment which he 
juitly deferved. 


The General, Antonio, and Erminia lived ever 
after in amity, refpeéted by thofe nd them, 
and happy as they had differed fo they had been 
reconciled by having recourfe to the Laws of 
Candy.

then faw the two Negroes within fifteen yards, 
advancing boldly towards him: he caught up his 
rific, preiented her at the foremoft, and probably 
would have killed him, but the fmapped. The 
fellow who agied moft refolutely feized him, whea 
his dogs attacked the other and kept him fome 
time at bay; being preuy ftrong, im all proba- 
bility he would have overcome the one, but the 
other having difengapged himtelf irom the dogs, 
came up, and with a large itick gave him three 
b.ows, one on the hip, another on the arm, and 
@ third on the temple, which ilunned him: in the

Indians. Our iniormant farther fays, that the 
fcenes of cruelty which took place in the maffacre 
of thofe anfortuate perfons, were of fo horrid a 
nature, as to draw forth the tear of pity and com- 
paffion from a number of perions who came fome 
diftance to examine and view the mangled remains 
of a family refpeéted and beloved by all who had 
the pleafure of their acquaintance.
